He had 
been informed by Premier Stanley 
Baldwin, both privately and public- 
ly, that a morganatic marriage was 
not possible under the British form 
of a constitutional monarchy. 

That left two choices, and only 
two. He could marry Mrs. Simpson 
and make her his queen. Or he 
eould give up his throne and make 
Mrs. Simpson his wife. The world 
knows now which choice he made. 

Only Two Choices. 

“If you marry, sire,” I asked 
King Edward, “the woman you s0 
honor will be one of three things. 
Correct me if I am wrong.” 

“What are those things?” 
Majesty asked. 

“Your morganatic wife, the Queen 
of England, or shall we say, Mrs. 
Windsor, wife of the abdicated King 
of England?” 

“Nearly 67 per cent correct,” the 
King said, “But no more. There 
is no such possibility as morganatic 
marriage for an English king.”

Money Flowing Faster, 
Water Income Boosted 


The water barometer of busi- 
ness conditions indicates prosperity 
is coming back around the corner to 
meet the people, Zode Smith, head 
of the Atlanta water department, 
declared yesterday. 

Receipts from the water depart- 
ment during 1956 will exceed those 
in 1935 by more than &150,000, he 
said. 

More than 1.000 new users of 
water (no double entendre) have 
installed meters during the vear 
and the public generally has con- 
sumed more water, Smith asserted. 

He estimated coilections for 1936 
will exceed $1,950,000. as compared 
with $1,809,000 in 1935. 

In the lean years people were 
frugal with water and manv houses 
were vacant because families were 
crowded up together to cut expen- 
ses. Now they are taking separate 
homes again and feel free to turn 
on the tap whenever they please. 
This means money is flowing into 
their pockets, Smith said. 

He plans to request appropria- 
tions for enlarging the filter plants 
and to repair water mains next 
year.

coming—for $250. I did not buy, I 
Just went to see if a private person 
could buy such a contraption. - It 
fired 1,000 shots a minute which 
means that it fires so quickly that a 
man who is hit by the first bullet 
of a drum has a chance of getting 
300 to 400 through his body ere he 
drops to the ground; that is, of course, 
if in falling he remains in range.

Increase in Production 
Abroad To Endanger 


Trade, Texan Declares. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—(4)—The 
southern states face a crisis in ex- 
panding foreign cotton production and 
a consequent reduction in American 
exports, Peter Molyneaux, editor of 
the Texas Weekly, said in ‘The Cotton 
South and American Trade” published 
by the national peace conference to- 
day. 
While world consumption is on the 
upgrade, Molyneaux said, foreign mar- 
kets are taking less American cotton. 
He asserted Brazil was now produc- 
ing three times as much of the staple 
as it did seven years ago, and that 
India, China and Peru had stimu- 
lated production. 

The established supremacy of Amer- 
ican cotton, he said, had acted as a 
deterrent in the past to development 
abroad. Now, he declared, that de- 
velopment ig being carried forward 
“with absolute confidence in the fu- 
ture” basically because of the Ameri- 
can trade policy. 

“In reaffirming its policy of strict- 
ly limiting the sale of foreign goods 
within its own berders,” he asserted, 
“the United States thus made 
it to the interest of other nations to 
buy as little of American goods as 
possible. 

Accordingly it became to the in- 
terest of other nations to seek else- 
where for supplies of products which 
they formerly obtained from the Unit- 


ed States.”

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—This Morning I saw a really thrilling ex- 
hibition of the art work being done in the Treasury Department. This 
includes murals for postoffices and public buildings of every kind and 
water colors illustrative of some of the work which has been done by 
the government. One group shows various types of work in CCC camps; 
another group, very colorful work done in the Virgin Islands and in Key 
West, Fla. 

Some very beautiful screens will’go to the State Department and to 
our embassies. Some batik work, designed by some of the artists and 
carried out under the supervision of Miss Grace Latimer Wright, is for 
decoration in some other buildings. There are sculptures for various 
postoffices, housing projects and other public buildings. Some of these | 
works are don by men who are already famous, and, in other cases, by 
new sculptors who have been discovered and developed. There is also 
a beautiful copy of a colonial mirror. 

In all these different lines, new artists are being encouraged, as well 
as men with established reputations. Many of these artists are giving 
their original drawings and preliminary studies to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. It is going to be possible to send exhibitions throughout the 
country which will serve as an inspiration to artists and an education to 
the communities in which they are shown. Twenty-four states have 
already had such exhibits and there have been requests to hold 90 more 
In the next few months. 

It is rather thrilling to feel that the government, for the first time in 
its history, is actually giving consideration to things which will make 
living richer for all of us. 

Perhaps the day will come when artists as a whole—whether they are 
painters, sculptors, musicians, actors or singers—may look for apprecia- 
tion and assistance not from individual patrons or foundations which 
some rich and cultured individual has established, but may actually feel 
that the government, which is really the people as a whole, is the place 
to turn for assistance and understanding.

There is still work to be done, but I don't feel as swamped as I usually 
do at this time o: the year.

But the government, nevertheless, 
ordered the start of a punitive ex pe- 
dition: against the Rebel marshal. 
throwing some of China‘s finest fight- 
ing units into the disturbed north- 
weatern areas, 

Kight or ten government divisions, 
estimated to total 75,000 men, al- 
ready were operating on the NShensi 
front, and an indecisive clash ’be- 
tween Loyal and Rebel troops west 
of Sianfu was _ reported. 

“If the mutineers resist the ad- 
vance of the Nanking troops or if 
Marshal Chang refused to abandon 
his stubborn position, our divisions 
will not hesitate to employ the ut- 
most striking power at their com- 
mand,” said a Nanking spokesman. 
_The spokesman said Loyal divi- 
sions had surrounded Sianfu, the 
Shensi capital where Marshal Chang 
is believed to be holding the Nan- 
i leader and several of his gen- 
erals. 


American Flyer Held. 

Nanking officialdom persisted in 
its contentions General Chiang still 
was alive and well at Sianfu. 

“The government understands the 
generalissimo is safe and in good 
spirits,” said T. T. Li, spokesman 
for the foreign office at Nanking. 

Also imprisoned at Sianfu was 
Royal Leonard, Glendale, Cal., avia- 
tor, “detained” by Marshal Chang’s 
troops. 

Julius Barr, of Pittsburgh, direc- 
tor of the Hankow aviation station, 
to which Leonard had 
ed, reported the detention. 

He announced also government 
troops had seized the Hankow air- 
port, which belonged to 
Chang, and arrested 20 Chinese me- 


' chanics and studentk as hostages. 


Most of the soldiers in the Nan- 
king expedition against Sianfu hold 
Generalissimo Chiang in something 
like filial affection. 

Many officers were students in 
the military academy at Canton com- 
manded by the generalissimo before 
he led the Nationalist revolutionary 
forces northward to the 1926-28 con- 
quest of China. 

Many Fear Civil War. 

Whether the crisis can be settled 
without disastrous civil war may be 
revealed within a few days, when 
Nanking forces begin to close in on 
Sianfu. 

Officials at Nanking expressed the 
hope that at least some of the mu- 
tineers “will realize the folly of op- 
posing the central government,” but 
the belief was almost unanimous in 
the government that further delay 
would be unfruitful and dangerous. 

Madame Chiang Kai-shek, Welles- 
ley-educated wife of the captive 
leader, remained today at Nanking, 
apparently having heeded friends’ en- 
treaties that she abandon plane to 
return to the interior to aid in ef- 
forts to free her husband. 

Thus far Nanking had heard noth-

“more practical.” Sholes did not get 
a large enough money reward for his 
work, but he had the joy of working 
out a great invention. He told peo- 
| ple that he did not care to be a mil- 
lionaire. His mind was filled with the 
thought that he had done something 
important to help the people of the 
world. He lived to the age of 71, and 
saw his typewriter (known as the . 
Remington) come into wide use. '
